The official figures will not only 
reveal with accuracy a trend thai 
bad been apparent with rapid in­ 
dust naiization of the United State* 
in the last deoade. but they will 
have an important bearing on the 
n atio n s future politicai history. 
The census will not only be a 
basis for reapportionment of the 
national house of representatives, 
but it also will mean a change In 
the electoral c o lle g e , which equal* 
m embership in congress, and will 
force realignment of state legisla­ 
tiv e districts. 
The ratio of urban 
and rural 
population may reach 60-40 in the 
,1930 census —go per cent of the 
people 
living in 
urban center*,

The backhand shot is the mir­ 
ror image of the forehand. Every­ 
thing should be carried out to con­ 
form to laws of the forehand. Re­ 
verse proportions are the meas­ 
ure. 
The grip most easilv taken is to 
place the thumb up the handle of 
the racket, pointl^f towards the 
trademark. This win allow the rack 
et to be swung easily parallel to 
the ground and also tallow the face 
of the racket to be perpendicular 
to the ground. 
The ball is met 
slightly in front of the body, on 
the rise. 
The right foot is forward and the 
weight starts from the left foot 
aud travels forward onto the right.
